WASHINGTON, June 4.—The Senate 
held one of the busiest sessions of this 
Congress today. Late in the day the 
Filled Cheese Bill was passed as it 
came from the House, by a vote of 37 to 
13, thus completing the legislation on 
this subject. The measure is analo- 
gous to the oleomargarine law. Th? 
bill defines filled cheese” to embrace 
“all substances made of milk or 
skimmed milk with the admixture of 
butter, animal oils or fats, vegetables or 
any other oils or compounds foreign to 
such milk and made in imitation or 
semblance of cheese.“ 

Manufacturers of filled cheese are 

taxed $400 annually, wholesale dealers 
$250, retail dealers $12. In addition to 
these taxes, the product itself is taxed 
1 cent per pound, and imported filled 
cheese is taxed 8 cents per pound in 
addition to the import duty. It is pro- 
vided that filled cheese shall be packed 
by the manufacturers in wooden pack- 
ages only and branded with the words 
“filled cheese” in black-faced letters not 
less than two inches in length. It Is 
also provided that all retail and whole- 
gale dealers in filled cheese shall display 
in a conspicuous place in their sales- 
room a sign bearing: the word “Filled 

cheese sold here“ in black-faced letters 
mot less than six inches in length upon 
a white ground.

NEW YORK, June 4.—Three times 
has the gallant and game Sir Walter 
tried to win the Brooklyn Handicap, 
and at last he has been successful. 
Twice before he was third, beaten out 
by a fraction at the end, but today 
Taral was on his back, and his skill, 
combined with a lack of judgment on 
the part of Clayton, who rode the fa- 
‘vorite, helped to give the victory to the 
son of Midlothian and Lasilla, amid a 
roar of applause rarely heard nowa- 
days upon a racetrack. i 

That it was a popular victory could 
not be doubted, for from the time he 
poked his nose into the lead to the last 
fraction of @ second of the race there 
was one wild yell for Sir Walter. It 
was not the ery of the betting man, for 
the horse was by no means a favorite, 
but it was the cheers of encouragement 
from the sport-loving American citi- 
zens, 20,000 being at the Gravesend track 
to watch the contest. The cheers that 
had followed the victory were re 
doubled when Sir Walier returned to 
weigh in, and as Taral was hoisted into 
the floral jockey’s chair, where he has 
sat so many times in his career, he was 
a very happy person, as the yells re- 
‘sounded through the air and the im- 
menge body of spectators gave vent to 
their feelings in shouts, catcalls and 
whistles, 

A more perfect day for the race could 
not have been desired. The sky was 
obscured with light clouds, which broke 
away now and then to let the sunlight 
in to temper the strong breeze which 
Was coming in from the sea. The air 
was warm and pleasant, and everybody 
was In holiday dress. The bright colors 
of the women's dresses made a pretty 
picture; with the dull background of 
the grandstand. The crowd was late 
in reaching the track, and at first it 
looked as if the attendance would be 
small, About an hour before the time 
for the first race.the people began to 
arrive in droves, and they surged 
around the entrances, which were much 
too small to admit them as rapidly as 
they came. Congestion set in, and for 
a full hour the Struggling mass of hu- 
manity was pouring into the inclosure. 


but a few Belated ones had arrived. 
Delays at the start made the handi- 
cap very late, and it was 4:25 o’clock 
when thé 2 contestants went up to 
e post. one of them was noticed 
until Clifford appeared, and he was ap- 
plauded well, as was St. Maxim. The 
cheers were doubled as Sir Walter, 
with Taral up, went past the grand- 
stand to the elbow in the track which 
marked the starting post.. After these 
reached the post there was a long de- 
lay, for Counter Tenor was fractious. 
Four breakaways came, in which one 
wing or another was left and had to 
go back; the fifth and sixth were ex- 
cellent, but for Counter Tenor, who 
stood still at the post. short delay 
then gave the jockeys a chance to 
Steady their mounts, and thirty min- 
utes after they went to the post Flynn 
caught them in good line and a red flag 
flashed, the immense crowd rose to 
their feet with the cry “They’re off,“ 
and eight highly-bred animals began 
‘the journéy of a mile and a quarter, at 
the end of which was a purse of $8000 
for the winner.

and they swept around the turn into 
the stretch with Sir Walter showing

The furlong around the oval was on® 
of the fastest of the race, being run in 
12% seconds, the leaders not changing 
their relative positions, although they 
drew away from the field a couple of 
lengths, while St. Maxim took third 
place with Hornpipe fourth, Nanki- 
Pooh and Clifford next, side by side, 
and Keenan back, with Counter Tenor 
in the last position. As they straight- 
ened out on the back stretch, the lead- 
ers were still rating along, well in 
hand, while St. Maxim and Hornpipe 
wer side by side as before, with no 
change in the rear division, the fourth 
furlong being made in 138% seconds. 

As then ran up the back stretch they 
all felt the steel and began to move 
faster. Lake Shore was the first to 
feel the effect of thig urging, and Sir 
Walter's nose began to forge in front, 
Inch by inch the black muzzle began to 
show ahead, and the first four were 
running so close together that a 
blanket would have covered them, for 
St. Maxim had cut the lead over him 
down to a head, While Hornp.pe was 
gamely running with him, the other 
‘four not changing their relative posi- 
tions. The five furlong post war 
reached in 0:12% from the half in that 
order, but the spurt had been too much 
for Lake Shore, who then dropped back 
into seventh place, fighting for the last 
position with Counter Tenor, who was 
running like a cur. denon, too, was 
out of it, and from that time on the 
three took little interest in the contest.

AUSTIN CORBIN KILLED. 


RUNAWAY ACCIDENT ENDS TWO 
LIVES AT NEWPORT.

The New York Multi-millionaire and 

His Driver Receive Fatal In- 

.jaries—Edgell Corbin and His 
Tutor Also Badly Hart. 


— 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 
NEWPORT (N. H.,) June 4.—Austin 
Corbin, the multi-millionaire of New 
York, died at 9:42 o’clock tonight from 
injuries received by the running away 
of the horses attached to his carriage. 
The accident occurred about 3 o’clock 
this afternoon while Mr. Corbin was 
driving from his estate and game pre- 


| serves two miles from here, accompa- 


nied by hie grandson, Bdgell Corbin, 
and the latter’s tutor. The driver was 
John Stokes. 

When coming out of the entrance 
gate, the horses shied and in their 
fright dashed across the street, collid- 
ing with a high stone wall. The car- 
riage was overturned, sufficiently to 
eject with great force all its occupants, 
with the result that one of Mr. Cor- 
bin’s legs was broken in two places 
and the other was wrenched, while his 
head was terribly bruised. The driver 
was injured internally and died at 6 
o’clock. Edgell Corbin had one leg 
broken besides other injuries, while 
the tutor escaped with a severe shak- 


ing up. 

The first information of the accident 
brought to the village was when local 
surgical help was summoned. Word 
was immediately dispatched to New 
York and Boston for the hest of surgi- 
cal skill and skilled nurses. 

Mr. and Mrs. Corbin and their grand- 
gon came to their summer home from 
New York on Memorial day, and the 
other members of the family were to 
follow in a few days. 

Austin Corbin, who was often called 


the King of 2 Island, was born in 
Newport, N. H., June 11, 1827. He was 
graduated at Harvard Law School in 


1849. After practicing law at Newport 
a while in 1851, he removed to Daven- 
port, Iowa, where he lived for four. 
teen years He was a rich man when he 
came to New York and started the 
banking house of Austin Corbin & Co. 

Austin Corbin bullt the first railroad 
from Brooklyn to Coney Island, and it 
was through his instrumentality that 
the first of the large hotels was erected 


there. 

In addition to his large railroad inter- 
ests as president of the Long Island 
railroad system, and hie administra- 
tion of affairs of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad during its difficulties, 
Mr. Corbin found time to put in opera- 
tion many financial schemes, philan- 
thropic plans of colonization ad immi- 
gration.

THEY SHOT T0 
KILL CROWLEY. 


An Outlaw Surrounded 
by a Posse, 


The Sheriff Empties a Load of 
Buckshot at Him. 


Desperado Escapes to a Dense 
Growth of Underbrush. 


The Noted Oriminal Rules with w 
High Hand in the Region. of 
Caliente—Miners Are Terror- 
ized and Flee for Safety.

CALIENTE. June 4.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Sheriff Borgwardt and a posse 
of five men arrived here this evening 
after a two-days’ trip in the mountains 
in pursuit of the noted criminal and 
outlaw, Philip Crowley. A hot battle 
took place at sunrise at the ranch of 
W. J. Benninger, a secluded place, deep 
in the cafions of the Sierra range, six 
miles north of Caliente. 

The posse had their man spotted, and 
everything planned to take him at day- 
break, and all were stationed around 
the cabin to advance on the desperado, 
Crowley had been staying with two 
ranchers, and the Sheriff, to avoid in- 
juring the ranchers, had decided to 
take the convict when he had gotten 
up and away from the other men. but 
instead, Crowley had gotten up very 
early and started for a bucket of water, 
when one of the posse became excited, 
about three hundred yards away, He 
shouted to Crowley to throw up his 
hands, but instead of complying, he be- 
gan shooting. 

Finding himself surrounded by a 
number of men, he broke and ran to 
the thick brush. The Sheriff emptied 
his gun, loaded with buckshot, at him, 
and feels confident that Crowley was 
injureu, while a volley of shots from 
the guns of the others cut their way 
into the underbrush, and the desperado 
was lost to sight in the mass of. thick 
shrubbery. 

The mountain is very dense with un- 
derbrush, and it is a difficult matter to 
advance any distance, and the outlaw 
was soon hidden from his pursuers. 


Crowley has become very bold of late. 


A few days ago he came to Caliente, 


but was not recognized. He hag put 


the miners in dreadful fear in that sec- 
tion. Near Pampa he made Samuel 
Blade, a miner, divide his supplies, and 
took possession of Blade’s cabin, and 
ruled the mining ca Blade and his 
associates became frightened and fied 
8 Bakersfield.

rn.

The demand in plain language 
says that Ashford, who has repeatedly 
asked permission to land, must be al- 
lowed to do so. When his demands were 
refused he appealed to the British gov- 
ernment. President Dole has replied 
to the demand refusing to allow Ash- 
ford to come here. In close official cir- 
cles it is believed a British man-of-war 
will come here and Ashford will be 

landed without respect to the wishes of 
the Hawalian government. President 
Dole will be firm in the matter, and will 
robably appeal to the United States 
Soe aid. Ashford is a native of Ontario, 
Can., and is now sick in a San Fran- 
cisco hospital.

The 
country is settled mostly by Indians of 
alowt who would ald and conceal 
any fugitive for money. If he keeps 
this direction he is bound to be caught. 
There are no cattle and sheep in the 
hills, and water is very scarce. He will 
de obliged to go to houses for food and

Fear Takes Possession of the Teach- 
ers’ Mutual Aid Society.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 4.—Twenty 
women screamed, forty hands were 
raised in fright, a score of faces 
blanched, as many skirts were lifted, 
and pretty heels pattered in the corri- 
dor of the new City Hall yesterday aft- 
ernoon, as the board of directors of the 
Teachers’ Mutual Aid Society suddenly 
adjourned in confusion, and it was all 
due to the sudden and unexpected in- 
trusion of a man.

Presently courage returned to a 
few of the bolder spirits, and a cau- 
tious entry was made, but the man 
Was gone. One of the directors. with a 
triumphant shout, drew from the 
wreckage that littered the floor, an old 
shoe, and, raising it triumphantly over 
her head, exclaimed: “Ha, ha! Here 
is a clew.” 

The president of the board regained 
her presence of mind and declared that 
the intruder was only a boy, a little 
boy—she was certain of that, as he had 
on knee breeches. But the others 
gravely disputed her, and said the. legs 
that came through from above were 
those of a man—a real man.

Against Miss Ashley.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 4.—E. J. 
Baldwin has entered upon his defense 
to the suit brought against him by 
Miss Lillian Ashley to recover $75,000 
damages for alleged seduction. As an- 
nounced in Judge Slack’s court today 
the defense is to be one of law and not 
of morals, 

For the first time testimony in the 
case was taken in the presence of press 
representatives. The court was in- 
duced to set aside the order for closed 
doors” because from the beginning of 
the sensational trial reports of the tes- 
timony have appeared in the newspu- 
pers. 

The presentation of Miss Ashiey’s 
side of the case, after two weeks of 
testimony, has been temporarily closed. 
Only two points necessary to the main- 
tenance of her cause were touched upon 
today. She first sought to prove the 
existence of the child, of which Bald- 
win is claimed to be the father, and 
second, the wealth of Baldwin and his 
ability to provide for his offspring. 

The first outline of the defense cane 
from Henry F. Highton, one of Bald- 
win’s attorneys. 

“We acknowledge,” Highton said, 
“that the defendant may have been fa- 
miliar with the plaintiff, and may have 
been the father of her child, but we do 
say she was not seduced. We claim 
that the plaintiff is and wae an ex- 
perienced and accomplished adventur- 
ess, who conceived years Ago the idea 
of extorting money from Mr. Baldwin 
and has persistently followed that in- 
tention; that she is not what she seems 
to be in chastity or anything else; that 
she is not innocent now and was not 
innocent at the time of the alleged se- 
duction.” 

John Osborne, an Oregon farmer, 
called by the defense gave the first 
teetimony to show that Miss Ashley, 
at the time she met Baldwin, was by 
no means an innocent girl. He recalled 
an occasion in 1887 when he got ac- 
quainted with Miss Ashley. He was 
traveling into Boston on a railroad 
train when he felt a light tap on his 
shoulder. Turning, he beheld the 
pliaintiff, who gave him her name and 
address, and invited him to call on her 
in Boston. Osborne lost no time in 
availing himself of the invitation, and 
told how he and Miss Ashley had reg- 
+ oa at a Boston hotel as man and 
wife. 

A photograph, which Osborne said 
was presented as evidence. Osborne 
said Miss Ashley attempted to make 
him pay her $500, and letters alleged 
to have been written by her were of- 
fered in evidence. Osborne admitted 
that he had been offered $5 a day and 
expenses to come here from Oregon and 
testify.

STRONG TESTIMONY. 


REPORTER ANTHONY’S TALE OF 
THE BRYAN MURDER, 


Walling Made Startling Admissions 
to the Newspaper Man — More 
Links in the Chain of Evidence 
Corroborative of Jaekson’s Story. 


ASSOCIATED .PRESS WIRE) 

NEWPORT (Ky.,) June 4.—The most 
important testimony in the Walling 
trial yet given was that of Ed An- 
thony, a newspaper reporter, who said 
that Walling told him in an interview, 
in which he represented himself to 
Walling to be a detective, that Jackson 
had said to him (Walling,) immediately 
after the Christmas vacation, that he 
intended to bring Pearl Bryan here 
and live with her. When asked if he 
told Pearl Bryan of this he answered 
that he did not, and would not do so on 
account of Jackson. 

In the afternoon, Dr. W. D. Littler, at 
Present a physician, but a medical 
student rooming in the house with 
Walling and Jackson at the time of the 
murder, testified that on February 2, 
the day after Pearl Bryan's body was 
found, when one of the ladies of the 
lodging-house asked -him (Walling) if 
he had read about the murder, he sat 
silent and pretended not to hear: an- 
other lady of the house called the de- 
fendant’s attention to the fact that he 
had been asked a question and had 
made no reply. Walling then said: 
No, but I am going to read it.“ 

He said no more, but looked down at 
some dental instruments in his lap, 
and fumbled them with his fingers. 

Again, on the night of February 5, 
when Jackson wae first arrested, wit- 
ness (Littler) noticed Walling and Fred 
Albion hurriedly rughing back and 
forth from Walling'e room. and then 
into the street, after Jackson had been 
arrested and shortly before Walling’s 
arrest. 

Mrs. Virginia Bowers of Newport, 
testified that illness kept her up all 
night on January N, and that after 1 
o'clock she saw a cab get stalled in 
the streetcar tracks near her house. 
She saw a man get off to extricate it 
and heard the voice of a woman in the 
cab. She also stated that, two or three 
hours later, a man came running out 
of breath, and sat on the doorstep of 
her house to rest, and exclaimed: “I 
must hurry on or they will kill me.” 

Mrs. Bowers went to the window and 
said to him: “Hurry along, or they will 
kill you.” 

She knew by his voice that he waga 
negro. ' 

Thomas Coyne, a new witness, is a 
government storekeeper at the Robin- 
Son distillery on the Licking Pike. He 
saw a cab drive by after 1 o'clock on 
February 1 at great speed. The new 
witnesses are On the line of the route 
described by George H. Jackson, the 
cab driver, and are new links in the 
chain of evidence corroborating Jack- 
gon’s story.

FORTY SICK 
MEN BUTCHERED. 


An Insurgent Hospital 
Cleaned Out. 


Gen. Serano’s Forces Then Burn 
the Dead Bodies. 


The Story Told by One Who 
Participated. 


Spain Looking to France for Help. 
Cargoes of Warlike Material. 
The Campos-Rorrero Affair. 
The Bermuda. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, June 4.—The World 
this morning publishes the following 
from San Cristobal, Cuba, dated May 10: 

“The following story of the cold- 
blooded butchery of more than forty 
wounded and sick Cubans in a hospital 
and four prisoners after the fight at 
Las Lomas de Junones, was told to 
your correspondent by Spanish soldiers 
who took part in it, and they spoke as 
if such massacres were every-day occur- 
rences with them: 

„Our column, under Gen. Serano, left 
San Cristobal May 4, to operate in the 
mountains between here and the north 
coast. At night we camped, but at 5 
o’clock the bugle sounded for us to be 
up. We were preparing to break camp, 
when suddenly there was a call to arms. 
A moment later there came a perfect 
rain of bullets. Then the insurgents 
began to close in upon us. Several 
times they came down upon us with 
tremendous fury, swinging machetes 
above their heads, but it was impossible 
for them to stand before the fire of our 
Mausers. 

„We were under fire, and the con- 
stant menace of the machetes until past 
noon, when the enemy apparently with- 
drew. A consultation was held by our 
officers, and it was learned that retreat 
was cut off. 

„When night came we were still on 
the mountain side. Day dawned, and 
with light came the enemy’s fire. Thus 
we fought on, our boys falling about 
us in a dreadful manner, when suddenly 
we heard the distant boom of a cannon. 
We knew assistance had arrived from 
Bahia Honda, and the enemy-was being 
attacked in the rear. The insurgents’ 
fire was gradually withdrawn, and we 
succeeded in taking possession of their 
camp. They had retreated, but had oc- 
cupied another height, where they de- 
fied us. It was all we could do to at- 
tend.to our dead and wounded. Of my 
battalion we had to bury ten and gather 
up thirty-seven wounded. We then 
killed four prisoners who had been cap- 
tured, including a Chinaman. 

On the road the day before our fight 
in the forest we passed a fine house. It 
was said the general stopped there and 
had been well-received by a man occu- 
pying the place who said he knew noth- 
ing of the insurgents. As we came in 
this house on our return a halt was or- 
dered, and our officers went into the 
house. The general went up to the 
man, shook hands with him and then in- 
vited him out doors, where he ordered 
him to be killed with the machete. 
We then examined the house and 
found various bottles of medicines, 
which satisſted us that the house was an

These we killed and then applied the 
torch. Those who had died outside of 
the house we threw into the flames. 
We then resumed our march.“ 
SPAIN LOOKING TO FRANCE. 

NEW YORK, June 4.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says that 
among the reasons that have encour- 
aged the Spaniards to look to France

The Spaniards argue that. even if 
France and Spain had not so many 
common interests in Morocco, in Medi- 
terranean questions, and in Egypt, 


their financial and commercial connec- 


tions alone would justify a close un- 
derstanding. Three-quarters of all the 
shares and bonds of the Spanish rail- 
ways are in the hands of French capi- 
talists, who also have invested several 
hundred millions of dollars in Spanish 
public works, gas, electric companies, 
mines, wine-growing estates and mu- 
nicipal loans. Last, but not least. 
French investors hold about $40,000,000 
of the Spanish foreign 4 per cent. debt, 
and about the same amount of Cuban 
bonds. 

French bankers advanced last year 
310,000. 000 to the Spanish government 
for the Cuban treasury, and since then 
they have made further advances on 
Cuban bonds for war expenses. Besides 
the financial connection Spain has a 
considerable commercial connection 
with France, as 40 per cent. of the total 
imports into this kingdom come from 
France, and about 36 per cent. of the 
total exports go to France. 

The Spaniards believe that France 
must assist them some day, because 
her West India colonies, her interests 
in the Panama Canal scheme, and her 
trade with Cuba and Porto Rico, which 
has suffered much already from the 
competition with America, will make 
her desire to check American interfer- 
ence in Cuban affairs.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Gonzales de

TUCSON. 

TUCSON, May 30.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Memorial day was fittingly 
observed here. The recommendation in 
the “Orders” that “while Memorial day 
is observed as a national holiday, com- 
rades, let us not make it a day of re- 
joicing and pleasure, but one to be 
celebrated by solemn and devoted cere- 
monies to the memory of those who fell 
in defense of their country,” was faith- 
fully carried out. The floral decorations 
were abundant and the spirit of the day 
everywhere prevalent. 

Gen. A. J. Sampson of Phoenix, de- 
partment commander of Arizona, was 
orator of the day. His address seemed 
to be made in view of a large contingent 
of the once foemen, “Johnnies” and G. 
A.R.s, being both in the audience. 
Later in the evening the genuine South- 
ern chivalry was manifested by ex-Con- 
federates who pronounced the speech 
as their sentiments; while the veterans 
of the North, they too exclaimed “my 
sentiments!’ The illustrations were apt 
and the applause spontaneous and fre- 
quent. It was probably the broadest 
and best Memorial-day address ever 
heard in Tucson. One point made must 
suffice to show the style of the address: 

“With a few exceptions, Confederate 
and Federal were equally sincere and 
honest in the belief of right. But, of 
necessity, one was eternally right, and 
the other eternally wrong. Suppose for 
a moment we had failed. Let each one 
point a scene and contrast it with the 
present. A disunited country. Slavery 
South; freedom North. The Ohio River 
a line between hostile nations; conflicts 
no longer restrained by the community 
of interests; division once admitted, 
then as many more rebellions and flags 
as leaders might be found; standing ar- 
mies, burdensome taxes, no credit at 
home or abroad, respected by no nation, 
despised and imposed upon by all. 

“In contrast with that picture see 
this: A united free country, strong 
enough to demand and command the 
respect of the world. Unlimited credit 
in the markets of the world. Wherever 
the world round the white sails of com- 
merce flaunt their folds to the breeze 
or the milder foot of civilization has 
trod, it is an honor and a guaranty of 
protection to be able to say “I am an 
American.” Fraternity resumed be- 
tween the North and the South. Ene- 
mies then, friends now. All shouting 
for the same flag with forty-five stars.” 

UNIVERSITY COMMENCEMENT 


The most prosperous year of the uni- 
versity is over and the students have 
scattered to their homes throughout 
the Territory. The speech by the Gov- 
ernor was much enjoyed, and verified 
the reputation he has as an orator. He 
demonstrated the fallacy of sex distinc- 
tion in higher education, and eloquently 
portrayed the future of the university 
and its importance in the development 
of Arizona. The young people had the 
usual essays, musical selections and ad- 
dresses. All were enjoyed and credita- 
ble to the students. Gov. Franklin, in 
an interview, said: “In ten years, with 
our increasing population and natural 
advantages, we will see an institution 
well worthy the name of ‘University;’ 
an institution to which all Arizonans 
will point with pride, and which will 
give Tucson as widespread a reputation 
as an educational center, as that now 
enjoyed by Ann Arbor. Ten years will 
witness the addition of law and medi- 
cal departments, and many other fea- 
tures equally attractive and necessary. 
The future is most promising for the 
university.”

GRAHAM COUNTY. 

SOLOMONVILLE, June 3.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.)

Parks believed 
them to be the bodies of the long-lost 
“Hall boys.” Bob and Dick Hall were 
the bane of several cattle companies 
of Eastern Arizona and Western New 
Mexico in 1890. They were charged 
with stealing cattle frequently, and 
were once arrested but subsequently 
cleared. The upshot of the matter, no 
doubt, was that the cattle companies 
took the law in their own hands. Soon 
after the Hall boys left for the Tonto 
country, so they said, riding stolen 
horses. That was the last seen of them 
alive. The horses turned up a few days 
later. The fact that they had been 
followed by three cattlemen, named 
Nixon, Traylor and Hatch, and that 
they did not turn up again led to the 
belief that the pursuers had got away 
with the detested Halls. Search wus 
made for the bodies, again and again. 
They were not found. Nixon, Hatch 
and Traylor were arrested, charged 
with the murder, but the lack of the 
bodies made the case against them so 
filmsy that they were releas -d. When 
Parks found the skeletons a few days 
ago he rightly believed them the Halls. 
He reported the find only to the au- 
thorities. A gun, some saddle Irons, 
the remainder of the saddle having 
been burned, a knife and other articles 
were identified as the property of Lob 
Hall. The bones were gatherel up ani 
brought here. Steve Nixon, one of the 
supposed murderers, who for three 
years has resided here, was placed un- 
der arrest. He refuses tc make a state- 
ment. Traylor and Hatch are in New 
Mexico and their arrest has been or 
dered. Traylor has alreadv been se-

No man shall help 
to catch another’s horse, in case the 
rider be thrown, or the horse gets 

members, and members wi 
be taxed from 25 cents to $1 per capita 
for gathering same. No calves shall 
be branded for outsiders. No horse 
shall be allowed to sweat more than 
once in one day, driving cattle other 
than his riders’. No man ahall trouble 
himself to prevent the escape from 
the stray herd, of cattle not his own.” 


THE HARBOR CONTEST. 


(San Pedro Times)) The Unt 
States Senate redeemed itself 
Wednesday from the glamor of corrup- 
tion which has been cast upon it by 
the powerful lobby which had for its 
object the ruining of San Pedro.

000,000 harbor job through the Senate, 
against the report of the government 
engineers and the opposition of the Sen- 
ators from California. 


(Los Angeles Civic Review) If c. 
P. Huntington does not buy a 
majority of the commissioners:who de- 
cide the location of our harbor, there 
is not the slightest doubt but that San 
Pedro will be chosen. 


(Seattle, Wash., Post-Intelligencer:)

AN INTERESTING VOLUME. 


A city directory is not usually con- 
sidered a particularly interesting vol- 
ume by the average person, yet the ob- 
servant man who reads between lines 
may obtain a vast amount of informa- 
tion in the pages of such a work and, 
if a stranger, may obtain a very good 
general idea in regard to the composi- 
tion of a city. In fact, with a city di- 
rectory, the advertising columns of a 
newspaper, and a few photographs, 
together with meterological statistics 
for the year, a stranger may learn as 
much about a distant city as possible 
without visiting it. 

Maxwell’s Los Angeles City Direc- 
tory and Gazetteer of California, the 
issue of which for 1896 has just ap- 
peared, is a large volume although 
somewhat more compact than the is- 
sue of last year, smaller type having 
been used in a part of it, which, to- 
gether with the many abbreviations 
adopted, has reduced the book in bulk, 
making it more convenient to handle. 
The directory for 1895 contained 46,281 
names in the alphabetical list for the 
city, which was ten thousand more 
than the 1894. directory contained. 
Estimating a little less than two in- 
habitants, including Chinese, to each 
name of the directory, which was a 
very conservative basis, this was found 
to represent a population of 80,202 one 
year ago. 

In the present volume there are 48,021 
references in the alphabetical list of 
names for the city of Los Angeles, 
after deducting the names of corpora- 
tions, firms, societies, churches, blocks, 
places of business, etc., there remain 
the names of 43,281 individuals. The 
publishers of the directory this year 
take as a basis of reckoning the popu- 
lation two and one-fourth inhabitants 
for each name in the directory, which 
would give the present population of 
the city, including the recently an- 
nexed districts, as 97,382. The new 
districts were included in the directory 
last year. Two and one-fourth is a 
lower basis than is taken by most pub- 
lishers of directories in estimating the 
population and is undoubtedly con- 
servative. For the purpose of making 
a comparison with the previous year 
we will reckon the names in last 
year’s volume at the same ratio. This 
gives the following result:

This shows an increase of the popu- 
lation for the year of 2790. Adding to 
this Chinese, students and inmates of 
the hospital included in last year’s 
count, but omitted this year, brings 
the increase to over 5000. 

Last year The Times figured out the 
number of attorneys, physicians, res- 
taurants and real estate agents in the 
city as compared with previous year. 
We have done the same this year, with 
the following result:

able to do the real estate business for 
the current year, even if we should ex- 
prience something in the nature of a 
real estate boom. Whether the in- 
crease of 53 lawyers during the year 
will be considered as a step in advance 
depends upon the point of view from 
which each citizen regards the legal 
profession. |

INTEMPERATE TEMPERANCE. 


Even the Kansas City Star does not 
deny that Prohibitionists are subject 
to passions and prejudices similar to 
those which stir the mortal frames of 
other less fortunate beings. Referring 
to some incidents which occurred at 
the Prohibition National Convention 
at Pittsburgh it says: “The disorder 
which disgraced it exemplifies the in- 
temperance of temperance organiza- 
tions. It was shown in the bitterness 
of the controversy over a trifle, how 
helpless even men who make a pro- 
fession of self-restraint are in the 
presence of tumultuous passions. Those 
who regard yielding to- appetite a 
crime themselves yield to passions no 
less reprehensible, and in giving loose 
rein to their resentments and preju- 
dices they bring reproach upon a work 
that ought to invite the kindest senti- 
ment of the public. If the convention 
had been composed of men inflamed 
by overindulgence in intoxicants, the 
disorder would not have been surpris- 
ing. But under the present circum- 
stances it was not only surprising, but 
disgraceful.” — 

The castigation here administered is 
not over-severe. Those who lay claim 
to be leaders of the blind must not 
be blind themselves. The Star further 
points out: Prohibition is a moral 
and not a political or o#mmercial ques- 
tion, and if it is to be promoted by 
holding conventions and nominating 
candidates for office, that result can 
only be achieved by adhering strictly 
to the text. That is, the purpose of 
all Prohibitionists should be singly pro- 
hibition. The introduction of ccon- 
omic or other extraneous questions 
can have no other effect than to dis- 
turb the councils of the party and dis- 
tract the attention of the people from 
the main question. As a matter of fact 
the moment the Prohibitionists sub- 
ordinate prohibition to any other in- 
terest they forfeit the confidence of 
the public and the sympathy which 
their work naturally enlists among 
good citizens concerned in moral prog- 
ress.” 

Therein, it may be said, is embraced 
“all the law and the prophets” of the 
Prohibition party, and the day it de- 
parts therefrom will be the date of 
its disintegration, for the days of its 
usefulness will have been numbered. 


PLATT’S NEMESIS. 


In ex-Senator Miller of New Tork 
Mr Platt has found his Nemesis. It 
is therefore quite possible that good 
may yet come of the evil the latter has 
been endeavoring to bring down on the 
heads of the Republicans of New York 
at least, is the work

has taken Mr. Platt sharply to task for 
having attacked a Republican Presi- 
dential candidate and forhavingspoken 
of the Republican State organization as 
though it were essentially identical 
with his own personality.

These voters, acting through their pri- 
maries, elect delegates to county and 
assembly conventions, and these 
county and assembly conventions 
elect delegates to a State convention, 
and these delegates at the State 
convention from each Congress dis- 
trict act together and select the mem- 
ber of the State Committee from the 
representative Congress districts. This 
is the way in which the organization 
is raade up, and no man should be able 
to say that he controls it.” 

Nothing could be more clearly 
stated than that. For Mr. Platt to say 
that the State organization was sub- 
servient to him is as if the pot of clay 
asserted its superiority over the hand 
that fashioned it. It may be Mr. Platt 
will ultimately discover that the hand 
which fashioned can also destroy.

Senator Quay in his visit to Maj. Mc- 
Kinley was to volunteer to move that 
the nomination of the latter at St. 
Louis be made by acclamation. In a 
special dispatch from Cleveland, O.. to 
that paper the list of votes for McKin- 
ley from Alabama to North Dakota, 
inclusive, is given with a totai of 416, 
The dispatch then goes on to say: “And 
then’ comes Ohio, McKinley’s own 
State, with a plumper of 46, ra‘sing 
his vote thereby to 461, or cne more 
than the clear majority needed to 


nominate. Oregon follows with 8 


votes, all for McKinley, and then 
comes Pennsylvania. This will be 
Quay’s opportunity to move to make it 
unanimous. If he should be forced to 
withdraw his motion in favor of Me- 
Kinley as McKinley was forced to 
withdraw his in favor of Harrison (at 
Minneapolis,) the ballot will proceed; 
but it is extremely unlikely that such 
a result will be made necessary.” The 
Tribune credits McKinley with 616 
delegates, who will vote for him at the 
convention. 


Opponents of Maj. McKinley are en- 
titled to all the comfort they can get 
out of the letter which they have re- 
cently unearthed, purporting to have 
been written by him nearly six years 
ago, in which he declares for “the use 
of all the silver product of the United 
States for money as a circulating me- 
dium.” This declaration is substan- 
tially in line with Maj. McKinley’s rec- 
ord, with Republican policy and legis- 
lation, and with the financial faith of 
the Republican party in 1896. But it 
is not in line with the ruinous and im- 
practicable policy of the free-coinage 
extremists, which, if realized, would 
cause the silver of the world to be 
dumped upon our shores. 


What the mugwumps are going to do 
with themselves this year is a problem 
they are now painfully engaged in try- 
ing to solve. The nomination of Maj. 
McKinley will keep them out of the 
Republican camp because they are 
free-traders, and a free-silver platform, 
if adopted at the Chicago convention, 
will prevent their marching in the 
Democratic procession. The New 
York Mail and Express says they may 
have to flock by themselves and form 
a little party of their own, to which 
no one shall be admitted unless he 
wears kid gloves, parts his hair in the 
middle and swears that Richard Cob- 
den is a saint.

for the allotment of seats reserved for 
the press at the National Republican 
Convention have been practically com- 
pleted.

‘receive one to four seats each. Ac- 
cording to the present arrangements 
there will be 454 seats in the press gal- 
lery, and only working newspaper men 
will be allowed to occupy them. The 
drones will have to pose in that part 
of the hall reserved for the people. 

The Press Committee will tomorrow 
send word to each of the large daily 
papers of the country the number of 
seats that have been allotted, and no- 
tify them that the tickets and badges 
for the seats will be given the repre-

“REV.” H. E. HOWLAND IN 
WATER AT SACRAMENTO. 


The Erstwhile Pasadena Fake 
Preacher Rashing into Print to 
Deny the Old Charges and Some 


Brand-new Ones Against Him. 


Recently The Times announced the 
receipt of an anonymous letter which 
briefly reported that the notorious 
Howland, sometime resident of Pasa- 
dena, and later of San Quentin prison, 
was dead, his remains having been 
shipped to a village in Massachusetts. 

No credence was given this piece of 
news, which is now known to have 
been false. Howland has been heard 
from, to the extent of about four col- 
umns and a half in the Sacramento Bee, 
which paper interested itself in secur- 
ing his release from the San Quentin 
prison, and is now, or has been, en- 
gaged in publishing lurid accusations 
made by various women against How- 
land, and following these, has givea 
much space to dramatic denials, made 
by the “preacher” against the afore- 
said charges. 

Some interest attaches to the mat- 

ter, which is being given space by the 
Bee, by reason of the swath which 
Howland cut in the spiritualistic social 
circles of Pasadena, and later in the 
courts of justice of this county. How- 
land posed, while in this neck of the 
woods, as an erstwhile orthodox minis- 
ter, converted to spiritualistic tenets. 
In the propagation of the latter in 
Pasadena he brushed up against a 
sturdy individual named Howard, who, 
in one of his spiritualistic seances 
“called him (Howland) down,” and the 
“preacher” retaliated by having How- 
ard arrested for disturbing the meeting. 
After this Howard accused. Howland 
of perjury committed at the time of the 
trial, and upon this charge Howland 
was convicted and sentenced to serve 
a term in San Quentin. In the course 
of Howland’s legal battles some sensa- 
tional stories were set afloat regarding 
his treatment of a young man with 
whom he was accused of having such 
relations as may not be described in 
print. Sentiment against him ran high 
in Pasadena at this time, and the 
charges of gross immorality on his part 
were believed by the community to 
have considerable foundation. 
His attorneys, upon their client’s con- 
viction, appealed to the Supreme Court, 
which court reversed the decision of 
the lower court upon a finely spun, 
technical point, affecting only the man- 
ner in which the complaint in the crim- 
inal case was drawn. This decision 
was handed down but a few months 
ago, and under the ruling Howland 
was released. 

In Sacramento, since that event, his 
headquarters have been, it appears, 
and there he is having much the same 
sort of a time, which made it interest- 
ing but not pleasant for him in these 
parts. The Bee, of that city, narrates 
the story of a young man, Hans- 
brough by name, who was secured by 
Howland to act as his secretary. Hans- 
brough's sister, a Mrs. Robertson, 
learning of Howland's history in South- 
ern California, feared for her brother’s 
safety, and at her request Chief Crow- 
ley of San Francisco telegraphed Chief 
Drew of Sacramento to arrest and de- 
tain young Hansbrough, and thus keep 
him from Howland’s clutches. This was 
done, but as the boy’s father tele- 
graphed to Drew orders to release his 
son, this also was done. : 

With these proceedings for a basis, 
the Sacramento Bee has produced a 
number of colmuns of spicy matter, in 
two installments, the first of which is 
devoted to Mrs. Robertson’s charges 
against Howland, and her expressed 
fears for her brother’s welfare, and the 
second to Howland’s denial of any and 
all charges, the denial being made with 
divers and sundry and picturesque em- 
bellishments, such as tears, movements 
with a pistol, etc., etc. 

Howland is reported to have prefaced 
his denial by saying, “in a calm, clear 
voice, ‘This is a crushing blow to me, 
but I will meet it as becames a man 

a Christian.“ Following this 
comes a narration of his life’s history 
from his youth up, concluding with the 
“persecution” he suffered while in Pas- 
adena and this city. He produced docu- 
ments in proof of his assertions, which 
were in the shape of affidavits, made 
by various persons, that he, Howland, 
was a high-minded, virtuous gentle- 
man, of strictest probity and purity. 

The young man—Hansbrough—who is 
apparently the bone of contention be- 
tween Howland and his accusers, is 
said to be infatuated with Howland, 
and thoroughly persuaded of the man’s 
possession of every attribute with 


which the “truly good” are us - 
dowed.

foot for the Broadway frontage, a price 
that should certainly be satisfactory 
to the seller. At the same time, it is 
stated that the rents from the present 
improvements, which are poor, bring 
in $350 a month, which is over 8 per 
cent. gross on the price paid, and over 
6 per cent. net on that figure. Mr. Frost 
will, before long, put up a block of 
four or five stories, which will then 
bring in a fine income, as the corner is 
one of the most prominent in the city. 
THAT HELLMAN BLOCK. 

It is again reported that I. W Hell- 
man will erect a four-story building at 
the northeast corner of Second and 
Broadway on his return from Europe 
this fall. It is to be hoped that the 
rumor is this time correct. Such a 
building would be a welcome addition to 
the imprvements. at that point, which 
ig getting to be one of the busiest cor- 
ners of the city, and ought certainly to 
prove a remunerative investment for 
the owner. 

It might also be supposed that the 
owners of some of the ramshackle edi- 
fices on Broadway between First and 
Second streets would soon find it to their 
interest to make solid improvements. 
First-class buildings have much to do 
with deciding the course of a city’s 
growth, and consequently the value of 
property. 

AN ENTERPRISING CAPITALIST. 

One of the encouraging features in 
connection with the market at present 
is the disposition shown by capitalists 
to invest their money in real estate in 
preference to lending it on mortgage. 
A few days ago Wilson Story of Mon- 
tana, a wealthy man who has inves 


during the 
ing’ far the 
West Seventh street, between Olive and 
Grand avenue, 42x118 feet, for $7000. 
Just before making the purchase Mr. 
Story had been offered a good loan 
which would have netted him 7% per 
cent., but he thought he could see a 
better thing in buying this property at 
a price equivalent to about $165 a 
front foot. 

Property on West Seventh street is 
very firmly held, owners not showing 
Inclination to sell at anything below 
the top market rate. It is evident that 
Seventh street has a brilliant future. 
Should the proposed paving of the 
street be carried out it will not be 
many years before the entire frontage 
as far west as Pearl street is devoted 
to business purposes. This fact is gen- 
erally recognized and accounts for the 
good prices that are asked and received 
for property along the line of the street. 
The purchase made by Mr. Story may 
be considered as a bargain, it being 
difficult to find anything on Seventh 
street east of Pearl at less than $200 a 
front foot. 


THE SOUTHWEST CORNER. 


Improvements are being pushed far 
out in the southwest corner of the city. 
Jefferson street is built up with good 
improvements for quite a distance be- 
yond the old city limits on Hoover 
street. There is talk of a railroad ex- 
tension to the west. This would un- 
doubtedly be a paying investment. 
There is a wide section of country out 
there that would build up very fast if 
it had railroad facilities. ! 

A BELT LINE. 

Another street-railway improvement 
that is badly needed is a belt road. to 
connect the eastern and western sec- 
tions of the city, and the northern and 
southern sections west of Pearl street. 
At present, if a person desires to go 
from the southwestern part of the city 
to the southern or southeastern sec- 
tion it necessitates a long ride up town 
and back again, so that, unless a per- 
son has a buggy, it takes as long. to 
get from the University to Vernon as it 
does to go to Santa Monica, although 
the distance is not more than a mile and 
a half in a direct line. The same is the 
case in traveling from the southwestern 
part of the city to the north. One has 
to journey down town and then take 
either the First-street or Temple-street, 
or Bellevue-avenue line back again, a 
tedious and round-about route. 

A company that should secure a 
franchise for a belt line extending 
partly around the city would have a 
valuable property. It would not be 
necessary to run very frequent cars at 
first, and to begin with horse power 
might be used. Such a road would tap 
a number of residence sections along 
the route, in which there is a good 
opening for real estate speculation on 


the strength of improved rta- 


COUNTRY SUBDIVISIONS. 
There is one branch ot real estate 
enterprise that has been to a great ex- 
tent neglected in this section during the 
past few years. There have been a 
number of city tracts sudbdivided and 
placed on the market, but compara- 
tively little attention has been paid to 
the subdividing and settling of coun- 
try land in a systematic manner. Most 
of the country property sold during the 
past few ysars has been in the shape of 
isolated tracts. either improved or un- 
improved. There is undoubtedly a good 
opening for the marketing of one or 
more well- located ranches, divided into 
small tracts and sold on easy terms to 
actual settlers. A feature of such an 
enterprise should be the planting of 
trees and caring for them on behalf of 
buyers who are not yet prepared to 
move on the land. There are quite a 
number of people residing in the cities 
who think of moving into the country. 
but are not prepared to go to work and 
take up the job of improving a bare 
tract of land. Another advantage of 
this system is that when improvements

SAN PEDRO. 


A good many shrewd investors and 
speculators have their eyes on San Pe- 
dro and that vicinity as a promising lo- 
cation for real estate deals during the 
next few months, in view of the proba- 
bility that the government deep-water 
harbor will be located there. In con- 
sidering this ibility the fact should 
not be lost sight of that in case San 
Pedro gets the harbor it is altogether 
probable that the harbor front will be 
made the location of smelters, iron 
works, gun factories, ship-building 
yards and other improvements that 
will furnish employment to a large 
number of men. It will, therefore, be 
seen that there is a good chance for 
speculation in that direction. 

A MANUFACTURING DISTRICT. 

At the recent monthly meeting of the 
Manufacturing Association, the vice- 
president of the National Association 
brought up the question of laying out a 
manufacturing district, and stated that 
he believed a tract of 3000 acres at the 
junction of the Santa Fé and the 
Southern Pacific railways, south of the 
Nadeau tract, and several miles south 
of the city limits, might be obtained for 
such a purpose. 

There are no doubt several pieces of 
property outside of the city which 
might be obtained at a reasonable price 
for the purpose of establishing a manu- 
facturing district, but why go so far 
away from the business center when 
there is plenty of land that can be ob- 
tained at a very moderate price within 
a couple of miles of the postoffice, in 
the section lying between Alameda 
street and thé river, south of Seventh 


street. 
CENTRAL AVENUE.

MORTGAGES IN RUSSIA. 

In a réport on real estate mortgages 
in Russia, forwarded to the State De- 
partment by Robert H. D. Pierce, 
Charge Affaires at St. Petersburg, he 
} gives the following information in re- 


manner in which mortgages 
ec 


mortgage banks, or banques foncfeéres, 
whith are organized under several dif- 
ferent forms, but except that those be- 
longing to the government are officially 
administered, and have certain privi- 
leges, they are, in effect, the same in 

to the manner of performing 
their functions. 

“Apart from the government banks, 
the great majority of loans on real 
estate are made by joint stock or share- 
holding banks, and as the constitutions 
of these institutions may be of inter- 
est, I append hereto an abstract of the 
rules under which the Toula Bank of 
St Petersburg, one of the largest and 
most prominent of them, is organized 
and operates. All operate under practi- 
cally the same rules. 

“All the mortgage banks are permit- 
ted to issue bonds to the extent of ten 
times the amount of their capital, but 
not in excess of their loans on real 
property. These bonds are secured by 
the entire resources of the bank, and 
are paid to the borrower at par. A8 
they generally are at a slight premium 
in the market, it is often possible for 
the borrower to gain a slight advantage 
by paying his indebtedness in cash, al- 
though he has the privilege of paying 
in bonds if he desires, and, indeed, the 
endeavor is to induce him to do so. The 
interest on these bonds ranges from 4 
to 6 per cent., but by far the larger 
proportion bear 5 per cent., except 
that those payable in gold bear 4% per 


cen... 

“That these institutions are profit- 
able is shown by the inclosed clipping 
from the Journa] de St. Petersburg of 
June 12, 1895, showing the current quo- 
tations for the shares of some of these 
banks. The par value of these shares is 
250 roubles, and the advance is due to 
the large dividends paid. 

“The operation of these banks does 
not materially differ in principle from 
the banques fonciers (land banks) of 
Germany and France, I believe. 

The investors in the obligations of 
these institutions are secured not by 
individual mortgages on specified par- 
cels of real estate, but by the entire re- 
sources of the bank, including all the 
mortgages held by it. On the other 
hand, the banks with their resources 
are able, in case a debtor is in default 
with his interest, owing to unforseen 
exigencies, to prolong, under certain 
conditions, the time for payments, 
without the foreclosure of the mort- 
gage or the sacrifice of the estate, and 
still without default of interest on the

In closing his report, Mr. Pierce re- 
marks as follows: 

It might be found that institutions 
of a similar character, so modified as 
to conform more nearly with American 
business methods and principles, would 
fill a want in our own country as offer- 
ing to our farmers @ system under 
which they could obtain loans on their 
properties on a more elastic basis than 
at present, and to the investors most 
of the advantages of investments in 
real securities without the risk which 
certain periods of great stringency have 
proved to be attendant upon farm 
mortgages.”

BUILDING LAWS. 


SUPERINTENDENT STRANGE SUG- 
GESTS A CHANGE IN THEM. 


Recommendations Prepared by the 
Sewer Committee—Building Fer- 
mits Issued—Difiiculties in the 
Way of Widening Los Angeles 
Street. 


C. L. Strange, Superintendent ot 
Buildings, has filed with the City 
Clerk the following communication to 


, m which he suggests an

amendment to the present building or- 
dinance: 

“To the Honorable City Council: 
Section 89 of the building laws of this 
city, regulating the erection of laun- 
dries, machine shops and other objec- 
tionable buildings in residence dis- 
tricts, does not cover the point in- 
tended, as it simply refers to the man- 
ner of obtaining permits for the erec- 
tion of the necessary buildings, and 
not the use or occupancy of the build- 
ings. The building permit may be ob- 
tained for a store or warehouse, and at 
“completian be occupied as a laundry or 
machine shop. _I therefore recommend 
that section 89 of the building laws be 
amended to read as follows: 4 

“ The Mayor and Council of the city 
of Los Angeles do ordain as follows: 

“Tt shall be unlawful for any per- 
son. firm, or corporation to erect or 
cause to be erected, or use or operate, 
or cause to be used or operated, or 
maintain or cause to be maintained, 
any building for a livery stable, black- 
smith shop, laundry, power-house, 


stone- crusher, rolling mill, planing mill. 


or other steam mill, liquor store, sa- 
Joon, soap factory, gashouse, bowling 
alley or dancehouse, outside of the lim- 
its of fire district No. 1, of the general 
fire limits of said city, without a per- 
mit from the Fire Commissioners of 
said city so to do. which permit shall 
be granted only on a petition of three- 
fourths of the property-owners of the 
block in which said building is pro- 
posed to be erected, maintained or op- 
erated.” : 
Superintendent Strange has also ad- 
dressed to the Council the following 
communication: . 
“In the matter of the widening of 
Los Angeles street from Second to 
Third streets, there are a number of old 
buildings which do not comply with 
the city’s fire and building regulations. 
Some of these buildings cannot be 
moved back to a new street line, and 
owners wish to cut off the front 
extend the rear of these buildings 
the same kind of construction. As 
there is no provision in the building or- 
dinance for such cases, I wish your 
honorable body to instruct me as to 
the proper method to pursue in this 
case.“ 


SEWER COMMITTEE. 


Ree endation to the Council 
Made by the Committee. 

The Sewer Committee yesterday pre- 
pared the following report to the City 
Council: 

“In the matter of sewers recom- 
mended by the Health Officer in the 
district embraced by Stephenson ave- 
nue, Third and Fifth streets, West 
Twelfth street and Sixth and Crocker 
streets, we recommend that the mat- 
ter be referred to the City Engineer to 
lay out sewer districts in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Health 
Officer.

“We recommend that the protest 
from D. E. McKillip et al., protesting 
against the construction of a public 
sewer on Patton street between Tem- 
ple and Court streets, be set for hear- 
ing Monday, June 15, 1896, at 9 o'clock 
a.m., and clerk instructed to notify 
protestants im the manner provided by 
law. ° | 
»In the matter of petition from C. 
L. Powell, asking permission to connect 
certain new dwellings now in the 
course of construction along the line 
of the sewer being constructed by him 
an Pico and other streets, we recom- 
mend that the petition be denied, but 
that the property-owners: be permitted 
to lay lateral sewers from the sewer 
to property line in accordance with or- 
dinance No. 2987 (new series.) 

“We recommend that the bid of A. 
P. Pusick to sewer Belleyue avenue at 
79% cents per lineal foot fof the sewer 
complete, be accepted and the accom- 
panying resolution of award adopted. 

“In the matter of proposals to sewer 
Belmont avenue, we recommend the 
bid of M. Zuretti at 76 cents per lineal 


foot for the sewer complete, be ac- 
cepted and thé accompanying resolu- 
tion of award adopted. 


The New City Jail. 

The information which the contractor 
who is building the new City Jail on 
West First street gave out recently 
that the structure would be completed 
by June 26, is contradicted by Superin- 
tendent of Buildings Strange, who 
thinks the contractor is far too san- 
guine in the matter. 

Judging from the present appearance 
of the jail building, it will not receive 
the finishing touches at the hands of 
the contractor until along about Sep- 
tember. Superintendent Strange is 
chary about making an estimate re- 
garding the probable date of the jail's 
completion, but evidently does not 
hope for release from his duty in in- 
specting its construction for as much 
as some time. 

The contract for the work provided 
for its completion by May 11, with a 
penalty attached of $25 a day for each 
day the building remained uncompleted 
after May 11. 

The City Council is now paying $409 
au month rental for the present jail 
quarters on Second street, between 
Spring and Broadway. The prospect 
of continuing to pay this sum every 
month for several months is not alto- 
gether pleasing to the city fathers, and 
it is probable that the luckless con- 
tractor will be made to pay enough of 
his forfeit money to reimburse the city 
for the rental of the present quarters. 


Gates at Railway Crossings. 

Mayor Rader announces, that after 
considerable persuasion the Southern 
Pacific Railway has consented to place 
gates and®provide men to operate 
them at the crossing on Alameda and 
Aliso, Alameda and First and Alameda 
and Seventh streets.

COYNE FOUND GUILTY. 


THE PENITENTIARY. 


The Jury Could not Believe the Fel- 
low Was All Fool and Adjudged 
Him a Knave—Will Be Sentenced 
Monday. 


Harry L. Coyne, the pretended detec- 
tive and the fellow who took such a 
deep interest in the welfare of T. D. 
Stimson, was found guilty by a jury in 
Judge Smith's court yesterday, upon a 
charge of felony, committed by dis- 
charging explosives near the Stimson 
residence. 

The jury could see no consistency in 
the detectlve's claims respecting the 
alleged intentions of crooks who had 
taken the beardless young fellow into 
their confidence. His pretended infor- 
mation was too minute as to details. 
His ability to show Mr. Stimson marks 
left upon a window sill and a scratch 
upon the glass that the owner could 
not detect without the use of his 
glasses; was proof positive that one who 
had not been upon the grounds would 
never have been able to discover. The 
prosecution was conducted by Deputy 
McComas, and he made the most possi- 
ble out of his case. When he declared 
that Coyne alone had made these 
marks and the work was done for the 
purpose of putting Mr. Stimson in fear 
of his lfe, it carried conviction to the 
hearts of the jurors. And this state- 
ment was strongly fortified by the evi- 
dence of numerous witnesses. Mr. 
Stimson told of the young fellow’s de- 
mands and pleadings for money— 
money—money. At first he wanted $70 
to pay his bills around town and buy a 
hand satchel, so he could leave before 
the crooks would become aware of his 
perfidy; again it was $500 that he 
needed; of this amount $250 was asked 
as a payment in good faith and the 
balance when he had sent the bodies of 
the desperadoes to the cemetery. 
The follow’s methods were clumsy 
and desperate. Great damage and loss 
of life might have resulted from the 
explosion; it did shake the building, 
crack window panes and work injury to 
some of the tiling. 

The heaviest sentence possible is five 
years in the penitentiary. Next Mon- 


day Judge Smith will impose punish- 


ment, and it will probably be severe. 
Coyne was ably defended by Goodrich 
& Oliver, but the proof against him 
was too strong to be controverted. 


. LAUGHS AT DANGER. 


The Holt Warlike Demonstrations 
End in Merry Discharge. 

Frances W. Holt, charged. with 
“threatening to shoot, kill and murder 
William W. Holt,” was on trial before 
Justice Young yesterday. The parties 
to the action were divorced about a 
year ago, the decree being in favor of 
Mrs. Holt. W. Holt made a deed of the 
property, over which the trouble orig- 
inated to convey a half interest only in 
the lot and house of fourteen rooms. 
He discovered at a later period that 
he had deeded his entire interest, and 
brought suit to have the deed reformed. 
A decree was rendered by Judge York 
last May awarding Holt a half-inter- 
est as prayed for. When he got his 
decree he proceeded to take possession, 
being accompanied on this mission by 
his son-in-law Rammert, Mrs. Storey 
and his little daughter, Mollie. 

The building is used as a boarding 
and lodging-house, and is situated on 
Leroy street. Holt piloted his com- 
pany imto the house and proceeded to 
investigate some of the rooms, first 
sending word to Mrs. Holt that he had 
come on a peaceful mission and desired 
to have matters amically arranged for 
receiving one~half of the rental of the 
building, as granted by the court. He 
said he wanted a room to stay over 
night, and Mrs. Holt told him to apply 
to the roomers; when he proceeded to do 
this the occupants locked themselves 
in and Mrs. Holt rushed into the hall- 
way barefooted and only partly dressed, 
having risen from a sick bed, and or- 
dered them to leave the house. She 
then returned to her room, locking the 
doors to the bedroom, dining-room and 
parlor. Holt tried to force the doors 
open, and Mrs. Holt called out to him 
twice that she would shoot him if he 
came in the room if she swung from 
the gallows for doing it. Holt then 
proceeded up town to the Police Sta- 
tion, but from some cause did not re- 
turn with an officer. When he again 


made his appearance on the premises 


he found that Lammert had been forct- 
bly ejected during his absence, the 
male occupant alone participating in 
the expulsion. Mrs. Storey related her 
experience in being thrown out by the 
women. 

At the conclusion of the evidence 
Justice Young ordered .Mrs. Holt dis- 
charged, holding that she had a right 
to keep the defendant out of the rooms 


privately occupied by her; further, Holt 


had remedies at law for securing his 
rights without going down and at- 
tempting to personally enforce them. 
The hearing was one of the most 
mirth-provoking proceedings ever helé 
in Justice Young’s court. At times ev- 
erybody in the courtroom, with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. Holt, were convulsed 
with laughter. Even Holt, the prose- 
cuting witness, grew so merry that he 
almost fell out of the sweat-box when 
the defendant's attorney suggested that 
he was determined to have peace if he 
had to fight for it. The fact of his great 
alarm for his life while standing in the 
hallway filing keys to fit the barred 
* was supremely ridiculous. 
s said several battery charges are 
yet to be heard in the Police Court over 
the “throwing out” demonstrations. 


THAT OREGON BOOT. 


Payton Must Wear it in the Chain 


Gang. 

The habeas corpus of F. Payton, 
serving a ninety days’ sentence in the 
City Jail for vagrancy, and wearing 
an Oregon boot while at work in the 
chain gang, was heard by Judge York 
early yesterday morning, and resulted 
in the prisoner being remanded into the 
custody of the city officials. 

Payton is claimed to be a crook, and 
was given a “floater,” but returned to 
his lover. The habeas corpus was 
sworn out by F. Payton Bequette, who 
alleged in her petition that she is the 
wife of defendant. She sat within the 
bar during the hearing, and shed a few 
tears at its conclusion. Payton is 
about 30 years of age, and the disconso- 
late woman had the appearance of de- 
ing under 20 years of age. 

The court held, under a decision of 
the Supreme Court, that more than the 
term of the sentence having elapsed 
since the date of sentence could not run 
against decree, as the setting of the 
man at liberty dy officers on their own 
responsibility and outside an order of 
court was a technical escape. 

Judge York availed himself of the 
opportunity presented for severely crit- 
icising the common practice of impos- 
ing sentence upon criminals and turn- 
ing them loose upon other communities 
under the floating“ system too com- 
mon in municipalities. The court de- 
clared that the laws should be enforced 
by all courts in the interest of the 


whole State instead of a parti 
community. =

REEVES SENTENCED. 


FIVE YEARS OF HARD LABOR IN 
SAN QUENTIN. 


One Way to Discourage Counterfeit- 
ing—The Criminal Fell from a 
High Place as an Expert Me- 
chanic—One not Gullty Escaped. 


Richard Reeves the counterfeiter, 
was yesterday sentenced by Judge 
Wellborn to five years in San Quentin, 
with hard labor. Reeves is the man 
who has been manufacturing bogus dol- 
lars, and passing them upon unsuspect- 
ing tradesmen with the assistance of 
Frances Hussey, a woman who has 
been living with the counterfeiter since 
he came to Los Angeles. 

Reeves has a strange career. He is 
a born mechanic, and his natural abil- 
ity was 80 carefully trained that he 
became a master in his line, which lay 
in the finer ‘branches of metal work. 
So prominent did he become in his 
trade that it ie said he was chosen, 
during President Grant’s administra- 
tion, to occupy the same carriage with 
the President at a great public demon- 
stration, as being the representative 
workman of America. 

In the height of his prosperity, Reeves 
ran away with and married a daughter 
of Rev. John Marshall, of Philadelphia. 
Mrs. Reeves's parents disinherited her, 
and she drifted about the country with 
her husband for some years until they 
reached San Francisco, with three 
children, and little money. Réeves 
had no difficulty in obtaining a position 
at the Union Iron Works, where he 
earned a salary of $8 a day. This in- 
come for a mechanic is ordinarily ac- 
counted a good thing, but Reeves’s am- 
bition vaulted higher, and he turned 
his attention to counterfeiting. His me- 
thanical skill enabled him to turn out 
olerably good imitations of the cur- 
Tent coin of the realm, and these were 
passed everywhere by Mrs. Reeves and 
the children, who proved adroit accom- 
plices. 
he police soon got wind of these 
crooked transactions, and Mrs. Reeves 
Was arrested one day in the act of 
passing the false coins. Reeves made 
himself Searce. and left the poor wo- 
man to bear the brunt of his guilt. 
As she was proven to have had but a 
minor part in the crime, and was nearly 
dead with consumption, the charges 
against her were ismissed. She re- 
joined her husband, and Reeves’s next 
exploit was at Sacramento, where he 
had his wife’s life insured, substituting 
for her a healthy woman to undergo 
the medical examination. In a few 
months, the real Mrs. Reéves died, and 
the disconsolate widower claimed the in- 
surance. The authorities suspected a 
trick, and investigation proved it. so 
Reeves had the pleasure of spending 
eighteen months in jail as a result of 
his business acumen. His children 
were placed in an orphan asylum at 
Grass Valley. 

Reeves next bobbed up in Los An- 
geles, where he annexed the Hussey wo- 
man, a confirmed — fiend, and 
began his old trade of coining money 
for her to pass. Both were arrested.. 
and held to answer by United States 
Commissioner Van Dyke. Reeves wept 
xamination, and 
made such a pathetic plea of verty 
and former honesty that United States 
Attorney Denis decided to return only 
one indictment agaifiat him, 
as he promised to- plead guilty, and 
swore it wae his first offense. | 

All went well until a week before 
the trial, when it became evident that 
Reeves meant to fight, and had delayed 
in order to prevent the authorities 
from getting hie record. It was a 
shrewd dodge, but the authorities hap- 
pened to be as clever as Reeves. Hinc 
mae mae.

COUNTESS WACHTMEISTER SPEAKS 
UPON EVOLUTION OF MAN. 


— 


Sound the Great Creative Power. 
Consciousness in Every Atom. 
Most Interesting Lecture Upon 
Doctrines of Theosophy. 


A fair English gentlewoman, dressed 
in trailing robes of soft white wool, a 
low, soft voice, with numberless pleas- 
ant expressive intonations; a magnetic 


personality, replete with the power of | 


repose; this is the famous Countess 
Wachtmeister, the friend and disciple 
of Mme. Blavatsky, who is now making 
her second tour of America; giving to 
the world from the lecture platform, the

Countess Wachtmeister delivered her 
initial lecture in Los Angeles last 
evening, in the rooms: of th Friday 
Morning Club. her subject being “The 
Conscious Universe and the Evolution 
of Man.”

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Street Railway Matters—The City’s 
Water Supply. 

SANTA BARBARA, June 4.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) The City Council 
met in regular session at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. A petition signed by C. R. 
Diver, secretary of the Santa Barbara 
Street Railway Company, was read by 
the clerk. This petition prays for a 
franchise, permitting the company to 
change its motor power from the pres- 
ent horse-power system to that of elec- 
tricity, or compressed air. A similar pe- 
tition by the Citizens’ Street Railway 
Company, which operates the up-town 
line of the present street-railway sys- 
tem, was also read. The matter was 
temporarily laid over to await the prep- 
‘aration of the necessary ordinance, and 
in the meantime a number of other lo- 
cal matters were acted upon. 

A petition to extend the time thirty 
days for completing the grading on the 
eastern extension of the boulevard was 
granted. A petition for the privilege of 
laying a pipe from the County Hospi- 
tal through an adjacent tract was 
granted. A petition for an electric 
light at the junction of Sola and Cas- 
tillo streets was laid over until Sep- 
tember, when a new contract with the 
Electric Light Company will be made. 

Mayor Whitney inquired as to when 
City Attorney McNulta might .be ex- 
pected to return home, saying that he 
was under city pay and had been in 
San Francisco nearly a month on other 
business. 

Attorney Richards appeared in be- 
half of the street railway companies 
above mentioned and presented an or- 
dinance which he desired acted upon 
at this meeting. He said the Santa Bar- 
bara Street Railway Company had 
been somewhat tied up in the past and 
could not improve the street-car line 
as it desired to do, but that now it had 
straightened up all old matters, dis- 
posed of all obstacles and the princi- 
pals are ready to act aggressively at 
once. 

Councilman Day introduced the ordi- 
nances, which were then read by the 
City Clerk. They recite that the com- 
panies mentioned may erect the neces- 
sary poles, wires, ete., along present 
street-railway lines; that only one line 
of poles shall be erected along the 
boulevard and two lines on all otKer 
streets where the companies now ope- 
rate; that all tracks shall conform to 
the official street grade, and that there 
shall be but one track on the boule- 
vard; that the companies shall com- 
mence active developments within three 
months from date, and complete the 
work within one year, making the 
roads electric and up to date in every 
particular; that said roads will haul 
over their lines sprinkling cars, when 
required; that they will keep properly 
paved that portion of the streets lying 
between the companies’ tracks, and for 
two feet on either side of them: that 
ears shall run every twenty minutes 
each way on State street, between the 
“hours of 8 a.m. and 8 p.m.; that cars 
shall be provided with fenders; that a 
5-cent fare shall be charged all ex- 
cept school children, who shall pay half 
fare; that a license of $10 a car each 
year shall be paid to the city. 

The ordinance was read by section 
passed — — reading and under 
suspension of rules, was re 
time ond adopted.

READING THE MINDS OF LIBEL 
SUIT WITNESSES. 


Some Were Impressed in One Way, 
and Some in Another — Dr. 
Hearne’s Desire to Sue Only a 
Wealthy Paper. 


SAN DIEGO, June 4.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The mind-reading pro- 
cess was applied to the witnesses for 
the plaintiff in the Hearne-Chronicle 
$100,000 libel suit, during Wednesday, 
and the effort was made to impress 
the minds of the jurymen with the fact 
that the Chronicle articles read by 
these witnesses had impressed their 
minds with the fact that Hearne had 
either murdered Amos Stillwell or was 
an accessory to that murder. Some of 
the witnesses seemed to have been so 
impressed, and some were not so im- 
pressed. One witness for plaintiff re- 
membered in the Chronicle report some 
Statement to the effect that “nothing 
had transpired to fix the crime upon 
anyone.” Hearne’s testimony was one 
of the interesting features of the day. 
He told how earnestly he labored with 
one of the defendants, J. F. Blunt, to 
suppress the news that was objection- 
able to Hearne, and how he had threat- 
ened Blunt with “serious trouble if he 
ever wrote anything else about me 
of a similar character.” Hearne said 
he had not 8 to account any 
of the Hannibal, Mo., papers publish- 
ing the murder story, because these 
papers had never libeled him. Plaln- 
tiff’s counsel dwelt on the wealth of 
Mr. De Young, holding that the court 
may take into consideration the wealth 
of the defendant. The court could not 
see why the wealth of the defendant 
should enter into the matter and sus- 
tained the objection of the defendant’s 
counsel. The prosecution rested after 
examining Hearne. It has hown to the 
jury that a number of people read ob- 
jectionable articles in the Chronicte 
and obtained all sorts of impressions 
therefrom. Some of the witnesses 
thought that the articles practically 
charged Hearne with murder. Others 
thought that an inference might be 
drawn connecting earne with the 
murder. And then, again, another wit- 
ness remembers the statement in the 
alleged libel articles thet “nothing had 
transpired to fix the crime upon any- 
one.” Three or more sets of mental 
impressions appear to have been pho- 
tographed upon the mental retinas of 
about a dozen witnesses who are sup- 
posed to be friendly to Hearne, by the 
articles which have caused all the fuss. 
This evidence is an astonishing in- 
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stance of the elastic interpretations 
that can be applied to the contents of | 
a or newspaper whenever any part 
of said contents may offer a peg where- 
on to hang a libel suit. The articles 
at issue in the present trial did not 
convey, to the mind of the learned 
judge presiding over the case, the im- 
pression that crime was charged 
against the aggrieved plaintiff. This 
impression seems to be emphastzed by 
the remembrance of one of the plain- 
tiff’s witnesses of the statement in the 
article that “nothing had transpired to 
fix the crime upon anyone.” 

While on the witness stand Hearne 
impressed some observers as desirous 
of giving way to his personal feelings 
in the matter, although that impres- 
sion may arise from the natural man- 
nerism of the witness who, naturally 
enough, is deeply interested in the suc- 
cess of his cause. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

SAN DIEGO, June 4.—In the Hearne- 
De Young libel suit today the defense 
opened by reading the defendant’s an- 
swer in the case in which the defendant 
denies that the charges printed about 
the divorce in the article were malicious 
or false or defamatory, but that they 
were true, and that Dr. Hearne was a 
man of ungovernable temper and did 
use profane language. They also deny 
the statements made relative to the 
murder of Stillwell were malicious or 
false, or that it was the intention of 
the defendant to connect Hearne with 
the murder of Stillwell. 

The deposition of M. H. de Young 
was read, in which he declared that he 
had no malice toward Hearne, and did 
not gee or know about the article in 
question before it was published and 
knew nothing about the plaintiff or his 
troubles, or of anything stated in the 
article. 

Much of the day was taken up with 
sparring between the lawyers.

SOME QUEER PHASES OF THE IR-

Speaker Reed’s Economical Spasms. 


Les Angeles in Luck—Congress 
Will Probably Adjourn by June 
Passing of Bowler. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON OD. Cc.) May 2.—It 
was a matter of great surprise and dis- 
appointment that the irrigation cases 
were not decided, and the fact created 
considerable gossip. It is, of course, al- 
most imposible that any tips should 
have been given out by the judges of 
the Supreme Court. even though ex- 
President Harrison was of counsel, and 
three of the justices owe their posi- 
tions to him, but there seem to be some 
facts that appear to indicate a knowl- 
edge in certain quarters of what the 
decision will be. If such knowledge 
really exists, millions of dollars can 
be cleared between now and the time 
the decision is announced, which cannot 
be for nearly five months. It would 
not be the first time that advance in- 
formation has leaked out concerning 
a decision of the Supreme Court. It 
will be remembered that a Chicago pa- 
per secured the entire text of the in- 
come-tax decision in advance of its an- 
nouncement. Rumor has e#lways said 
that this stroke of enterprise cost the 
newspaper a thousand dollars. It is 
barely possible that the majority opin- 
ion hag already been prepared, and has 
not been handed down because cne or 
more of the justices wanted to write 
concurring or dissenting opinions, and 
have not yet done so. If so, it is likely 
that the opinion has been printed. A 
compositor or a proof-resder who ap- 
preciated the importance of the matter 
could without rendering himself Hable 
to criminal prosecution except, per- 
hape, contempt of court become sud- 
denly wealthy by a tip as to what the 
decision is. While I do not give much 
credence to the various reports that 
have been circulated, which go even 
so far as to detail the grounds of the 
decision, and the judges who will write 
opinions, it is a fact that certain New 
York parties are buying bonds in Cali- 
fornia. There is apparently no rea- 
son why they should have more faith 
now, than at any time since the cases 
Were first heard, but they have. It 
may be, of course, that Judge Dillon 
and ex-President Harrison have great 
confidence in the merits of their cause, 
and have instilled confidence in capi- 
talist. but this does not seem probable. 
The opinions of lawyers to whom I 
have talked are divided, with a ma- 

rity in favor of the constitutionality 

the Wright Act. The Supreme Court 
Was undoubtedly divided, or a rear- 
gument would not have been necessary. 
The court is cognizant of the pressing 
importance of the cases, as shown by 
their being advanced upon the docket, 
yet four months have elapsed since they 
were heard, and there must be a delay 
of five months more at least. 


Speaker Reed’s spasm over public 
Huildings leaves some of them in very 
bad shape. The postoffice building at 
Omaha, nearing completion, must now 
be left two years without a roof. Many 
of the buildings will be seriously in- 
jured if not ruined by the stoppage of 
work. Los Angeles was exceedingly 
fortunate in securing the $12,500 for en- 
larging the facilities of the postoffice. 
The amount is small, but will enable 
the basement to be put in condition 
for use. It was the only public build- 
ing that got anything. The open decla- 
ration that economy and not the pub- 
lic good was the policy of the present 
Congress, coming from Dingley was 
rather startling and will not be appre- 
ciated by the citizens of the United 
States generally. 


Congress is awaiting the President's 
veto on the Rivers and Harbors Bill. 
It will take a few days after it is re- 
ceived to pass the bill over his veto, 
and adjourn, but it is almost universal- 
ly conceded that Congress will adjourn 
by the 10th, and possibly on the 6th of 
June. No agreement to that effect has 
been reached, however, and it is possi- 
ble that some questions may be raised 
in the Senate that will cause long de- 
bate and delay adjournment. It is 
supposed that President Cleveland in 
his veto message on the Rivers and 
Harbors Bill will take a decided stand 
against all continuing contracts, not 
withstanding the well- demonstrated 
fact that the United States has lost 
more money by delays on this class of 
work than in almost any other way. 
The permanent improvements on the 
various rivers and harbors could prob- 
ably have been made for half what they 
have cost if the entire amount in each 
instance had been appropriated at the 
start. It is the universal opinion that 
President Cleveland will veto the bill, 
but no one has any fears that it will 
fail to pass over his veto, but it is pos- 
sible that he will only refuse to sign 
it, allowing it to become a law without 
his signature. However, he has called 
in several army engineers in whom he 
has confidence and has subjected them 
to pretty rigid examinations as to vari- 
ous features of the bill, indicating that 
he was not only going to veto it but 
would write a vigorous veto message. 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
that the Comptroller of the Treasury 
ig amenable to laws of Congress will be 
hailed with delight throughout the 
country. Of course the sugar-produc- 
ing States alone are directly inter- 
ested, but the entire country is con-

himself in order to answer the matter 
logically? If so, the further question 
forces itself upon him, ‘What is Democ- 
racy?’ What are its first principles? 
Wherein lies its essence, and others of 
like import? 

“If he asks his political associates, he 
will find scarcely two who agree, even 
if they are able to answer the question 
atall. And so it happens that we have 
thousands of Democrats who cannot 
explain what Democracy really is. And 
yet the explanation is simple, because 
the very party that calls itself ‘Demo- 
cratic’ knows but a single principle, 
namely, ‘opposition to everything Re- 
publican, and to everything originating 
with the Republican party.’ 

“The word ‘Democracy’ has appealed 
to the Germans from time immemorial 
as the conception of liberty, and as the 
embodyment of popular sovereignty in 
contradiction to monarchical govern- 
ment. 

“Imbued with this idea, many a Ger- 
man comes into this country, and ac- 
cepting the name of the party as a 
guarantee for these fundamental prin- 
ciples, he casts in his lot with this 
American Democratic party, and with 
the steadfastness of his race he clings 
to the party without examination of 
its principles or history. And it is just 
because he knows that Democratic 
opinion in Germany is opposed to mon- 
archy and aristocratic institutions that 
he feels he must unite with the Demo- 
cratic party in order to be true to his 
convictions.’ He does not know that 
the present Democratic party bore the 
name of the ‘Republican party to dis 
tinguish it from the ‘Federalists’ of Jef- 
ferson’s time. 

“Almost every German in the United 
States was a Democrat up to the out- 
break of the rebellion. With prover- 
bial ‘German constancy’ they loyally 
supported the party to which they had 
once belonged. The appearance of the 
slave barons of the South changed all 
this. Our German citizens remembered 
the oath they had taken to thelr 
adopted country. To a man they de- 
clared for the preservation of the 
Union, for the unification of their 
adopted country, just as ten years later 
the Germans in the land of their birth 
declared for the unification of their na- 
tive country. 

“They saw that the Democratic party 
did not all represent their Democratic 
aspirations, and they joined the Re- 
publican party—the party of union, 
of unification, and of progress. Since 
then the Germans in America have 
been overwhelmingly Republican. 

“Nevertheless, a part of the Germans 
in the Pacific States, which were un- 
affecte@ by the rebellion, as well as 
later immigrants, including their chil- 
dren. remained true to the Democrats. 
Why? The Democratic press of the 
country and the politicians of the party 
preach now, as ever, that the present 
Republicans are the old Know-noth- 
ings, and that they hate the foreigner. 

“Is this so? Where do we find the 
greatness of Germans? In the Republi- 
can States of the North and West. 
Where do we find the fewest Germans? 
In the exclusively Democratic States 
of the South. 

“Now, have the Germans settled in 
these Republican States because they 
are there despised and exposed to 
hatred? Far from it! It was because 
the German settler found himself wel- 
comed by his American neighbor; be- 
cause his industry and honesty were 
properly appreciated; because he was a 
good citizen, and his American neigh- 
bors recognized in him these qualities. 

“Why did so few Germans settle in 
the Democratic strongholds of the 
South? Because the German and slav- 
ery did not get along well together. Be- 
cause the white workman, the poor set- 
tler, the German immigrant, were no 
more respected—not as highly re- 
spected, in fact, as the slave. the negro; 
and because labor, .notwithstanding 
their Democratic principles, was de- 
spised. 

Have the views of the Democratic 
party in the South materially changed 
in respect to immigration? The Demo- 
cratic political leaders claim that their 
party is the especial friend of personal 
freedom, and that the Republican 
party, on the contrary, is its enemy. 

“I cannot better answer this ques- 
tion than to refer to an article taken 
from the Western Post, of St. Louis, 


which newspaper has courageously and 


fearlessly represented the interests of 
the Germans in America for the past 
forty years. “The bosses,’ it say. ‘are 
arrayed against McKinley; the Prohi- 
bitionists are against him, and the 
A.P.A. opposes him, not to speak of 
other partisans of the native as against 
the foreigner. Such a candidate must 
seem all the dearer and all the worth- 
ier to all liberal elements of the Repub- 
lican party, especially to the Ger- 
mans, for the very reason that he is 
opposed and hated by the ignorant, the 
Know-nothings, the foreign-haters, the 
water-drinker and others. His nomina- 
tion will be the best guarantee for the 
fact that the Republican party is far 
from degeneration. as our ‘friends, the 
Democrats, persistently maintain.’ 
To the objection that Kansas, Iowa 
and Maine; Republican States, have 


based prohibitory laws, I reply. with- 


out prejtidice, that Georgia, South Car- 

olina and Louisiana have done the 

same. The last three are, however, 
scarcely Republican. 

We find hypocrisy in all circles. This 
and the temperance fanaticism must 
be classed as the inheritance of old 
English Puritanism, and we must, as 
progressive German-Americans, appose 
them everywhere and in all parties. 
The fact is, however, that the Demo- 
cratic party has no right to claim that 
it, and it 2 is the friend of the 
Germans, o ot
